1. TREASURY SECRETARY GEORGE SHULTZ INTENDS TO LEAD U.S. 
DELEGATION TO ANNUAL MEETING INTER-AMERICAN BANK BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS IN SANTIAGO, CHILE, APRIL 1 4, 1974. TREASURY 
SECRETARY AND US DEL TENTATIVELY PLANNING BRIEF VISITS 
VENEZUELA AND BRAZIL ENROUTE TO SANTIAGO AS OUTLINED IN 
ITINERARY BELOW. ANTICIPATE GROUP ACCOMPANYING SECRETARY 
WILL INCLUDE MEMBERS OF CONGRESS AND WIVES, CONGRESSIONAL 
STAFF, SENIOR EXECUTIVE BRANCH OFFICIALS AND SUPPORTING 
PERSONNEL. TOTAL ESTIMATED 40-45. ANY NECESSARY INQUIRIES 
TO HOST GOVERNMENTS OR OTHERS SHOULD BE TENTATIVE IN FORM 
AND VISIT IS NOT FOR PRESS COMMENT UNTIL ANNOUNCED WASHING- 
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TON.

3. CUSTOMS, HEALTH AND IMMIGRATION: 

REQUEST BULK CLEARANCE AND WAIVER OF VISAS FOR ENTIRE 
PARTY AND AIRCRAFT CREWS. PASSPORT NUMBERS, PLACE AND 
DATE OF BIRTH PROVIDED SEPTEL. PARTY HAS ALL NECESSARY 
SHOTS. ASSIGN EMBOFF TO RECEIVE PASSPORTS FROM MR. MATT 
HENNESEY AND HANDLE ENTRY/EXIT FORMALITIES. 

4. GROUND TRANSPORTATION: 

PLEASE PROVIDE TWELVE (12) MEDIUM OR LIGHT SEDANS AND 
ONE (1) HEAVY SEDAN WITH ENGLISH SPEAKING DRIVERS WHO ARE 
FAMILIAR WITH THE CITY AND ITS ENVIRONS. INDIVIDUALLY
